Coroner baron honored the demand, 
after Miss Erder had laid before him 
a statement from Dr. Friedeberg and 
the facts she had gathered about the 
dark past of “Will's wife.” The body 
was taken from Fee Fee Cemetery in 
St. Louis County, after some legal dif- 
ficulties had been overcome, and the 
organs were removed. Dr. William H. 
Warren, dean of the medical department 
of Waéhington University, and a dis- 
tinguished toxicologist, was commis- 
sioned to test them for poisons. 

While the examination was going on, 
the Doxeys were released in Columbus 
on a $1000 cash bond Dr. Doxey gave. 
He got the money from the national 
bank in Columbus, where he had de- 
posited $2700 not long after Erder’s 
death. But his liberty was of brief du- 
ration. He was rearrested on a charge 
of trying to kill his wife with mor- 
phine, which he administered to her on 
account of her nervous condition. Again 
he gave bond and was released. 

Poison Found by Chemist. 

Dr. Warren tested six of the 10 or- 
gans submitted to him, and made af- 
fidavit to his partial findings. He had 
taken from the organs nearly one-fourth 
of a grain of white arsenic. Subse- 
quently his cémplete examination 
showed nearly ohe-@hird of a grain. 

Circuit Attorney Jones did not wait 
for a grand jury to: indict Mrs. Doxey. 
As soon as he saw. Dr. Warren’s report 
he swore out a warrant charging first 
degree murder. Sergt. Wade Matthews 
was sent to Nebraska to serve it. 

It was night when Matthews reached 

Columbus. He did not wait until morn- 
ing to serve his warrant. Accompanied 
by several Columbus officers, he ap- 
proached the cottage where the Doxeys 
lived. They concealed themselves in the 
shadows of trees and surrounded the 
house before Matthews knocked on the 
door. 
_ Dr. Doxey asoned it. He insisted that 
his lawyer should be present before the 
warrant was served. Matthews gave 
him time to get the lawyer and Mrs. 
Doxey: became a prisoner. 

At that time Dr. Doxey and ‘his wife 
insisted that it was a case of mistaken 
identity, She was not the woman who 
had married Will Erder, they said, but 
they admitted that she had been in St. 
Louis and had known him. 

Mrs. Doxey presented a pitiful sight 
when she was carried from a sleeping 
car at the Union Station the morning 
of Dec. 4 and ta«en to the patrol wagon. 
She was a nervous and physical wreck 
from the use of morphine. Her cheeks 
and hands were skinny and she was 


‘hardly able to raise an arm. She looked 


the ghost of the young woman Will 
Erder had married. 
The inquest was held Dec. 7, and eight 
witnesses who were taken to see Mrs. 
Doxey in her cell pronounced her the 
wife of William J. Erder. Dr. War- 
ren's report was read and Erder’s moth. 
er and sister told of the blackberry ple. 
The verdict was murder, and Dr. Doxey 
was held to have “guilty knowledge’ 
of it. 
Dr. Doxey, who had accompanied his 
wife to St. Louis, was arrested, but was 
held only 16 hours. Circuit Attorney 
Jones decided that the evidence did not 
warrant imprisoning him. 
The grand jury took up the case and 
after its joint indictment had been re- 
turned, Dr. Doxey was rearrested. 
Deprived of morphine in her jail cell, 
Mrs. Doxey slowly regained her facul- 
The recovery was slew. Mrs. Doxey 
for years had been enslaved by the 
drug, and she underwent tortures in 
breaking away from it. Jail Matron 
Wolf grew to be greatly interested in 
her and gave her personal attention. 
Day by day Mrs. Doxey’s eyes grew 
brighter, her skin clearer, her brain 
more active. Her figure took new 
roundnesses and she, who had entered 
the jail broken physically, emerged from 
it for her trial a plump and attractive 
woman.

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MINE ASSOCIATION 


Dissension Is 1s Caumad by Re- 
fusal of Scale in William- 
son District. 


The secession of many of the mine 
operators of the Illinois Mine Operators’ 
Association is freely predicted by the 
delegates to the joint convention of the 
operators and miners at Peoria, who 
have returned to Belleville. There are 
75,000 miners on strike in the State. 

The main cause of dissension is the 
refusal of the owners in the Williamson 
County district to agree to a scale which 
will put them on the same basis with 
Belleville and other districts. Under 
the present system, the mines in the 
Williamson district are able to put their 
coal on the market at a cheaper price 
than operators in other districts. 

Thomas J. Hitchings, president of the 
Belleville Trades and Labor Assembly, 
who was one of the delegates to the 
conference at Peoria, predicted at Belle- 
ville Monday that the strike in that 
district, where 14,000 men are employed, 
would be won within a week. 

He said that many of the operators 
were willing to sign the new scale and 
go to work at once, regardless of the 
failure of the operators and miners to 
reach an agreement at Peoria. He said

Now that the Republican State Com- 
mittee has abandoned the plan to sub- 
mit a home rule bill under the initiative 
and referendum act for the cities at 
the November election, political leaders 
say there seems to be no likelihood of 
local self-government in St. Louis, Kan- 
sas City and St. Joseph during the ad- 
ministration of Gov. Hadley. 

In a formal statement the Governor 
says the home rule bill was abandoned 
because the party leaders feared it 
would be confused with prohibition. 

A month ago Gov. Hadley requested 
the Republican State Committee to con- 
sider a plan for submitting to the voters 
by means of the initiative, a bill to be 
prepared by the Board of Freeholders 
and Civic League of St. Louls and the 
City Club of Kansas City, to give home 
rule to the cities. 

A constitutional amendment prohibit- 
ing the manufacture and sale of intoxi- 
cating liquor is to be submitted to the 
voters at the November election. Party 
leaders say that country voters con- 
sider a home rule bill for the cities a 
‘twet’’ measure, and that it might be de- 
feated for that reason.

SQUEEZING THE MISSOURIAN. 

Out of the debates in Congress over the railroad 
bill there has come to the public a good deal of 
information as to rate making. The Post- 
Dispatch has directed attention to several of the 
features of these disclosures. 
It has cited instances showing how railways kill 
river competition by hauling goods between 
river points at less than cost, making up the loss 
by extorting high rates from interior points. 
Also how freight rates are regulated so as to take 
all the traffic will bear. Here, now, is a third 
phase of the subject interesting to the Middle 
West. Senator Elkins, discussing the question of 
long and short haul rates, said: 

“The farmers of the West are benefited by the 
present long and short haul, and they are making 
no complaints; and how can they when their 
rates’ are lower to the markets than to nearby 
points? Under the long and short haul clause 
Washington and Oregon ship their lumber and 
apples East on a.lower rate than Missouri and 
Ohio can ship lumber and apples. I ate apples 
from Washington and Oregon all winter; paid 
@ good price, and the shipper had a low rate; 
everybody satisfied but the senators from those 
states.”

The Congress of the United States is the law-mak- 
ing power—and not the President or members of 
his Cabinet. ~The Constitution of the United States 
mekes it the duty of the President to report to 
Congress “from time to time” the conditions or 
state of the Government and, make such recom- 
mendations as he may think necessary to improve 
the same, but in no case does it require him to gp 
farther than “recommend,” and the idea of an 
executive officer using his appointive power to force
